I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health  of 
Grahbrook  Rural  District  for  the  year  1963. 

The  population  at  tnrLd-year  1963  as  estimated  by  the  Registrar-Genertu 
was  15,600  compared  with  15,230  in  1962,  The  total  number  of  births 
registered  during  the  year  was  248  (131  males  and  117  females).  The 
corrected  birthrate  per  1,000  population  was  18,2  the  birthrate  for  Engla;"! 

£nd  Wales  being  18,2,  The  corresponding  figures  for  1962  were  14.1  and 
18,0  respectively. 

The  number  of  deaths  recorded  during  the  year  was  211  (124  males  and 
87  females).  The  corrected  death  rate  for  the  Rural  District  was  10,0 
compared  with  the  death  rate  for  England  and  V/ales  of  12,2,  The  corresponding 
figures  last  year  were  10,4  and  11,9. 

Deaths  from  cancer  numbered  27  of  which  eight  were  from  cancer  of  the 
lun.g.  This  is  a decrease  of  ten  in  the  number  of  deaths  from  all  forms 
but  one  more  in  the  deaths  of  cancer  of  the  lung. 

Five  infants  died  under  the  age  of  one  year,  giving  an  Infant 
Mortality  rate  of  20.2  per  thousand  live  births  compared  with  the  rate  of 
20.9  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  number  of  cases  of  infectious  disease  notified  dui  "bu©  y©£Li* 
was  218  Compared  with  113  cases  the  previous  year,  and  of  the  total  number 
recorded  172  were  cases  of  Measles,  Twenty  cases  of  Whooping  Gough  occurred 
and  twenty  cases  of  Dyst-rntery  and  four  of  Food  Poisoning  were  notified  during 
the  year.  The  prevention  of  these  two  latter  illnesses  mainly  depends  on  a 
high  standard  of  hand  cleanliness  at  all  times  particularly  when  food  is 
being  handled. 

No  cases  of  Diphtheria  or  Poliomyelitis  were  reported  during  1963,  in 
fact  it  is  many  years  since  any  Diphtheria  cases  have  been  notified  in  the 
Rural  District,  while  the  gradual  disappearance  of  Poliomyelitis  from  the 
c oiiimunity  is  most  encouraging.  There  can  be  little  doubt  that  prophylactic 
■immunisation  measures  have  been  responsible  for  the  continued  reduction  in 
the  incidence  of  these  diseases.  The  Table  on  Page  13  shows  the  number  of 
children  and  other  persons  who  received  a course  of  injections,  or  doses  of 
oral  vaccine  in  the  Rural  District  during  the  year. 
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Information  regarding  the  number  of  persons  receiving  inoculations 
against  Diphtheria  and  Whooping  Cough  and  Smallpox  vaccinations  appear  in  the 
Table  set  out  on  Pages  12  and  14  of  this  Report.  These  details  have  been 
supplied  by  the  County  Medical  Officer  to  whom  I offer  rry  thanks. 

Two  cases  of  Tuberculosis  were  notified,  one  pulmonary  and  one  non- 
pulmonary.  There  was  one  death  from  this  disease  giving  a death  rate  of 
.C6  per  thousand  of  the  population. 

In  conclusion  I would  like  to  take  this  opport’onity  of  thanking  the 
Council,  particularly  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee,  and 
the  Chief  Officers  for  their  support  throughout  the  year,  al.so  the  staff  of 
the  Health  Department  for  their  helpful  co-operation  and  loyal  assistance 
during  1963.

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There  is  no  manufacture  of  ice  cream  in  the  district.  Sixty- 
two  premises  are  registered  for  the  sale  of  ice  cream  and  supplies  are 
obtained  mainly  from  four  large  manufacturers  with  nation  wide  sales. 

Two  slaughterhouses  were  licensed  during  the  year. 

The  slaughtering  in  the  district  is  normally  carried  out 
at  regular  times,  and  all  animals  killed  are  inspected.
